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To  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Walsall  Town  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  again  becomes  my  duty  to  record  to  you  in  my 
Annual  Report  tbe  Sanitary  condition  of  tbe  Borough,  the 
health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  population,  and  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  taken  by  the  Health  Committee,  and  officials  of 
the  Public  Health  Department,  to  maintain  and  improve 
the  sanitation  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1893. 

I  regret  that  the  year  has  heen  exceptional  in  regard 
to  disease  and  death,  the  town  being  visited  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  by  a  severe  epidemic  of  Measles  and 
Scarlatina,  and  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  by  an 
alarming  outbreak  of  Smallpox,  while  the  rainless  Summer 
and  continued  dry  weather  increased  the  mortality  from 
Diarrhoea  among  children.  Considering  these  circum¬ 
stances  we  are  not  surprised  to  find  the  death  rate  much 
above  the  average  of  recent  years. 

The  trade  of  the  town  has  been  far  from  prosperous 
during  the  year.  So  much  so,  that  in  some  trades  the 
earnings  of  the  artisan  have  been  barely  sufficient  to  keep 
his  family.  This  poverty  would  no  doubt  account  for  the 
rapid  spreading  of  epidemics,  and  to  some  extent  for  the 
acute  rise  in  the  death  rate.  These  adverse  conditions 
made  themselves  manifest  to  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  to 
a  considerable  extent  as  can  be  seen  by  their  returns. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  nearly  double  that  of  1892, 
309  deaths  having  occured  from  infectious  diseases, 
Diarrhoea  heading  the  list  with  160,  of  which  149  were 
cases  of  children  under  5  years  of  age.  I  believe  that  the 
excessive  mortality  among  children  is  due  to  error  in 
feeding  and  probably  to  culpable  neglect  of  Sanitary  laws  ; 
but  the  difficulties  of  education,  that  is  the  instruction  of 
the  poorer  classes  in  the  management  of  children,  has  not 
been  overcome,  and  it  ought  to  be  systematically  taken  in 
hand  if  we  wish  to  reduce  our  infant  mortality. 
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A  house  to  house  visitation  has  been  made  of  nearly 
all  the  Borough,  and  Sanitary  reforms  have  been  carried 
out  wherever  called  for.  The  crowded  centres  and  poorer 
parts  have  had  special  attention,  9  houses  being  closed  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  101  shut  up  for  repairs. 

These  districts  are  well  known  to  the  Committee,  and  need 
not  be  pointed  out  by  me. 

Many  miles  of  new  Sewering  have  been  constructed, 
a  large  number  of  old  privies  converted  into  water  closets, 
and  insufficient  water  supply  has  been  remedied  in  five 
cases.  I  wish  here  to  call  [the  attention  of  the  owners  of 
property  to  the  fact  that  an  inspection  should  be  made  of 
their  old  wells,  closed  probably,  years  ago,  and  forgotten. 

Many  of  these  wells  are  now  in  a  dangerous  condition, 
and  may  one  day  result  in  the  loss  of  life  owing  to  the  walls 
having  become  decayed  and  the  wooden  covering  giving 
way.  I  should  here  explain  that  although  the  Health 
Committee  have  on  their  Analyist’s  Report  condemned 
the  water  of  these  wells  as  unfit  for  drinking,  they  are  not 
responsible  for  the  filling  up  of  the  wells’  shafts. 

The  question  of  overcrowding  still  remains  a  serious 
one,  and  this  has  been  more  difficult  to  deal  with  during 
this  year,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  employment  and  the 
consequent  want  of  means  to  rent  a  house  sufficiently  large 
to  properly  accommodate  the  large  families  of  some  of  the 
poorest  people.  Twenty-eight  cases  of  over-crowding  have 
been  dealt  with,  but  this  does  not  represent  the  extent  of 
this  evil. 

The  details  of  the  year’s  work  are  given  in  the  body 
of  the  Report  in  which,  the  outbreak  of  Smallpox,  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  and  other  important  matters  receive 
attention.  Appended  is  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspec¬ 
tor,  detailing  the  work  done  by  him  and  his  assistants. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  population  at  the  census  in  1881  was  58,795,  and  population 
at  the  last  census  in  1891,  71,789.  Calculating  from  these 
figures  in  the  usual  method,  I  estimate  that  the  population

in  June,  1893,  should  have  inereased  to  74,000.  The 
number  of  inhabited  houses  in  1891,  was  13,851,  and  the 
area  of  the  Borough  at  the  present  time  is  8,711  acres 


During  the  year  there  were  registered  2,738  births, 
representing  an  annual  birth-rate  of  37*50  per  1,000  ;  of 
these  1,397  were  males  and  1,341  females.  This  rate  is 
slightly  higher  than  in  1892,  when  it  was  36*  79,  and  still 
higher  than  in  1891,  when  the  rate  was  36'43. 


The  deaths  recorded  in  the  Borough  numbered  1,808, 
against  1,521  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  death-rate 
of  24*42  per  1,000  per  annum.  I  observe  that  this  is  the 
highest  death-rate  recorded  during  recent  years.  This 
excessive  mortality  is  due  entirely  to  the  prevalence  of 
Zymotic  disease,  and  the  large  number  of  ohildren  dying 
under  5  years  of  age,  of  which  there  were  899.

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The  number  of  children  who  died  under  the  age  of  one 
year  was  581,  shewing  a  rate  of  7*95  per  1,000  per  annum. 
In  1892  and  1891  the  rate  stood  at  6*87  and  5'06 
respectively.  Measured  by  the  proportion  of  deaths  to 
births  registered,  we  find  that  out  of  2,738  births  recorded, 
581  children  died  under  one  year,  giving  a  rate  per  1,000 
births  of  21212,  as  comnared  with  186*89  in  1892.

This  is  double  the  rate  of  1892, 
when  183  deaths  occurred,  shewing  a  rate  of  2*50.  The

During  the  year  the  town  was  visited  by  a  severe 
epidemic  of  Smallpox,  778  cases  being  notified.  The 
disease  has  been  principally  located  in  two  chief  centres, 
the  earlier  and  minor  outbreak  in  Hollyhedge  Lane  and

Small-pox, 
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Wolverhampton  Road,  and  the  iater  and  more  extensive 
outbreak  in  the  Green  Lane  and  Ryecroft  districts  ;  but 
other  parts  of  the  town  have  also  supplied  sporadic  cases, 
the  infection  being  carried  probably  from  the  infected 
areas.  The  first  case  reported  on  March  14th  was  that  of 
a  tramp  residing  for  the  time  in  a  lodging-house  in  New 
Street.  As  to  the  source  of  his  infection  no  reliable  in¬ 
formation  could  be  obtained,  but  his  mode  of  life  would 
suggest  that  the  case  had  been  imported  into  the  town. 
He  was  treated  at  the  Epidemic  Hospital,  and  his  wife 
and  children  were  placed  for  quarantine  in  the  Isolation 
Ward.  No  further  case  occurred  until  May  9th,  when  an 
unvaccinated  child  in  Hollyhedge  Lane  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  a  severe  attack.  The  infection  was  directly 
traceable  from  Birmingham  as  the  child’s  mother  had  gone 
to  visit  a  sick  friend  there  taking  the  child  with  her.  The 
friend  proved  to  be  suffering  from  Smallpox,  the  child  con¬ 
tracted  the  disease,  and  from  this  case  alone  the  whole  of 
the  Hollyhedge  Lane  outbreak  originated.  Gross  careless¬ 
ness  on  the  part  of  friends  and  their  frequent  visits,  under 
the  pretence  of  giving  assistance,  spread  it  first  to  near 
neighbours,  later  to  fellow  workmen,  and  later  to  more 
distant  relatives.  On  July  11th  two  severe  cases  were 
discovered  in  Adam  Street,  which  had  been  concealed  for 
quite  a  fortnight ;  they  were  relatives  of  the  Hollyhedge 
Lane  people.  The  husband  was  going  on  with  his  work, 
and  friends  were  calling  to  see  the  sufferers,  and  in  this 
way  there  is  little  doubt  the  disease  was  spread  broadcast. 
In  the  month  of  August,  Bloxwich  Road,  Hospital  Street, 
James  Street,  and  the  Ryecroft  district  were  all  more  or 
less  simultaneously  attacked,  and  in  Ryecroft  and  Green 
Lane  particularly  the  overcrowded  state  of  many  of  the 
dwellings  and  courts,  the  gross  ignorance  and  culpable 
negligence  of  the  occupants,  the  delay  of  notification,  and 
the  wholesale  evasion  of  the  Vaccination  Act  for  the  past 
eight  or  ten  years,  converted  what  had  until  then  been  a 
mild  visitation  numbering  in  all  40  cases  in  five  months, 
viz. :  March  to  August,  into  an  epidemic  which  four  months 
later  had  reached  778  cases.  In  the  infected  districts 
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house  to  house  visitation  was  made  with  the  object  of 
learning  of  concealed  or  doubtful  cases,  and  of  rectifying 
any  insanitary  condition  discovered.  In  several  instances 
prosecutions  were  instituted  for  concealment  of  cases. 
The  employers  of  labour  were  informed  when  the  disease 
broke  out  in  any  of  their  workmen’s  houses,  and  in  most 
instances  the  masters  have  required  a  certificate  from  the 
Medical  Attendant  stating  that  their  men  before  resuming 
work  were  free  from  the  special  risk  of  infection.  582 
of  the  cases  were  treated  at  the  Epidemic  Hospital,  a 
severe  strain  being  thrown  on  the  administrative  depart¬ 
ment  during  the  months  of  October  and  November  by  the 
sudden  increase  in  the  number  of  patients.  Four  trained 
Nurses  were  engaged,  and  the  Hospital  accommodation 
increased  from  40  beds  to  100.  Two  cottages  at  the  gates 
of  the  Hospital  were  rented  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
Nurses,  and  a  large  Marquee  was  erected,  heated  with  hot 
water  pipes  and  containing  40  beds,  as  a  children’s  ward. 
This  tent  was  of  great  service,  and  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
saying  that  it  was  the  means  of  saving  a  number  of  lives. 

The  following  tables  will  shew  at  a  glance  the  ages,

582  cases  were  treated  at  the  Hospital,  56  of  which 
'  '  died  ;  196  cases  were  treated  at  their  own  homes,  of  which 

15  died.  No  case  of  Smallpox  was  admitted  to  the  Hos- 
ital  in  which  the  patient  had  been  recently  re-vaccinated. 


Scarlatina.  There  have  been  notified  426  cases  of  Scarlatina,  of 

which  127  were  nnder  5  years  of  age,  and  229  over  5  years. 
Of  these  17  died,  13  being  nnder  and  4  over  5  years  of 
age.  When  this  is  compared  with  the  year  1892,  a  great 
decrease  is  shewn  in  the  number  of  cases,  904  having  been 
notified  during  that  year.  The  greater  number  of  cases 
were  notified  during  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  when 
we  had  to  deal  with  a  continuation  of  the  Epidemic  of 
1892. 


Diphtheria.  Fifteen  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  notified  ;  7  in 

children  under  5  years,  and  8  in  persons  over  5  years  of 
age.  Only  2  cases  proved  fatal. 

Mea8les'  The  Borough  has  been  visited  by  an  exceptionally 

severe  epidemic  of  Measles,  88  fatal  cases  having  been  re¬ 
corded.  This  is  excessive  when  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  when  only  9  deaths  were  registered.  8L 
of  the  cases  were  of  children  under  5,  and  7  in  children 
over  5  years  of  age.  The  deaths  were  due,  as  in  all 
epidemics  of  Measles,  chiefly  to  respiratory  complications, 
such  as  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia.  Owing  to  Measles  not 
being  one  of  the  diseases  notified,  we  are  unable  to  give 
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statistics  of  the  number  of  cases  ;  but  judging  from  the 
deaths,  the  number  of  children  suffering  from  this  disease 
must  have  been  great. 

160  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  Diarrhoea,  149  Diarrhoea, 
of  which  were  of  children  under,  and  11  of 'persons  over  5 
years  of  age.  The  disease  prevailed  most  during  the 
summer  months,  reaching  a  maximum  in  August,  when' 

57  deaths  took  place.  The  fewest  number  of  deaths 
occurred  in  the  months  of  March  and  November,  one  death 
being  recorded  in  each  month. 

Five  cases  of  membranous  Croup  were  notified,  all  Membranous 

Croup. 

occurring  in  children  under  5  years  of  age.  Two  of  the 
cases  terminated  fatally. 

Fifteen  deaths  took  place  from  Whooping  Cough,  all 
in  children  under  5  years  of  age.  This  is  a  marked 
decrease  on  the  number  of  deaths  in  1892,  when  67 
children  under  5  years  were  registered  as  having  died  from 
this  disease. 

There  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  Typhoid  Fever 
Typhoid  Fever  cases,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  dry  hot 
Summer,  110  cases  being  notified  against  50  in  1892,  and 
128  in  1891.  Eight  occured  in  children  under  5,  and  102 
in  persons  over  5  years  of  age.  22  deaths  took  place,  2  of 
children  under,  and  20  of  persons  over  5  years  of  age. 
Disinfectants  were  supplied  free  of  charge  in  most  of  the 
cases,  for  the  purpose  of  disinfecting  the  excreta,  and  so 
preventing  the  germination  of  the  disease: 

103  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified,  of  which  3  Erysipelas 
proved  fatal.  Regarding  this  disease,  what  was  said  in 
last  year’s  Report  still  holds  good,  that  many  of  the  cases 
notified  are  so  slight,  that  they  cannot  be  considered  as 
requiring  isolation.  The  notification  of  such  cases  un¬ 
doubtedly  leads  to  unnecessary  trouble  and  expense. 

This  disease  reappeared  again  during  the  spring,  the  influenza 
cases,  however,  were  generally  of  a  mild  and  uncompli¬ 
cated  type.

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

There  have  been  notified  during  the  year  1,440  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease.  This  is  an  increase  of  363  on  the 
number  recorded  in  1892,  when  1,077  cases  were  notified. 
This  increase  must  be  entirely  attributed  to  the  epidemic 
of  Smallpox,  which  alone  was  accountable  for  778 
notifications.

During  the  year  the  fees  paid  to  medical  men  for 
Notification  Certificates  amounted  to  £157  5s.  7d.,  or 
£2  2s.  6d.  per  1,000  of  the  inhabitants;  against  £127  13s. 
or  £1  14s.  ll|d.  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year. 

The  cost  of  fumigation,  including  disinfectants  supplied 
to  the  occupiers  of  infected  houses  amounted  on  an  average 
to  ls.4d,  per  house. 

I  regret  that  I  have  again  to  point  out  the  inefficiency 
of  our  present  system  of  dealing  with  Scarlet  Fever  cases, 
notification  without  isolation  being  but  the  recording  of 
dangers,  without  any  attempt  to  remove  or  avoid  them. 
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Again,  in  dealing  with  Smallpox,  onr  present  Isolation 
Hospital  is  anything  but  satisfactory.  The  epidemic  of 
Smallpox  could  only  be  coped  with  at  considerable  expetise, 
which  might  have  been  avoided  if  the  officials  had  had  a 
more  suitable  building  for  isolation  purposes.  But  it  is 
gratifying  to  know  that  the  consideration  of  a  site  suitable 
for  the  erection  of  a  new  Hospital  is  at  present  occupying 
the  attention  of  the  Council. 

The  want  of  a  superheated  steam  disinfector  has  been  steam 
much  felt;  but  I  hope  that  that  want  will  very  soon  be  Dlsinfectlon’ 
supplied. 

SEWAGE  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

The  work  of  removing  old  privies  and  replacing  them  Water  Closets 
by  new  water  closets  has  been  steadily  progressing,  many 
such  conversions  having  been  effected  during  the  year. 

The  completion  of  the  new  Sewage  Scheme,  dealing  Sewage, 
with  the  treatment  of  the  sewage  at  the  farm,  is  an  impor¬ 
tant  step  in  the  right  direction.  For  years  the  old  osier 
bed  system  has  been  quite  inadequate  for  perfect  filtration. 

The  sewage  is  now  treated  with  lime  and  alumina,  and 
afterwards  allowed  to  precipitate  in  large  tanks  constructed 
for  that  purpose.  The  superlatant  fluid,  thus  rid  of  most 
of  its  solid  matter,  is  then  filtered  through  beds  of  polarite 
and  sand  and  the  effluent,  after  irrigation  over  land,  is 
discharged  into  the  river  Tame. 

OVERCROWDING  AND  INSANITARY 
DWELLINGS. 

Twenty-eight  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  dealt 
with,  with  the  result  that  in  21  cases  the  nuisances  have 
been  abated,  and  in  the  remaining  7  the  families  have  re¬ 
moved  into  larger  houses.  110  houses  have  been  pro¬ 
nounced  unfit  for  habitation,  9  of  which  have  been 
permanently  closed,  and  the  others  repaired  and  made  into 
a  habitable  condition.  The  houses  permanently  closed  are 
situated  in  Bullock’s  Row,  The  Ditch,  Upper  Ru shall 
Street,  and  Ann  Street. 
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I  have  now  to  return  my  customary  thanks  to  the 
Health  Committee  for  the  support  they  have  accorded  to 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  myself  in  the  performance  of 
our  duties.  The  work  of  the  department  has  been  ex¬ 
ceedingly  arduous,  a  great  deal  of  extra  duty  and  responsi¬ 
bility  having  been  incurred  by  the  epidemic  of  Smallpox, 
which,  however,  I  am  pleased  to  say  we  have  been  able  to 
cope  with  in  a  satisfactory  manner.
